8t. Petersburg, April 5.—As the tim e 
approaches for the opening of land op­ 
erations on a large scale the Russian 
authorities are exercising greater vig­ 
ilance to prevent the news of their 
plans for the disposition of troop3 in 
the theater of war from going abroad. 
For ten days not a scrap of real In­ 
form ation, except such as is contained 
in official dispatches, has been given 
out or has come from the front. There 
practically exists an em bargo upon 
news dispatches. 
It is as if an im penetrable curtain 
had suddenly been rung down on the 
stage of war in east Asia. Behind this 
curtain the greatest activity prevails. 
General Kuropatkin, at his tem porary 
headquarters In Liao Yang, is direct­ 
ing the execution of his plans, moving 
the troops, strengthening the positions 
selected and otherw ise looking after 
the 
organization 
and 
innum erable 
wants of the arm y in the field. 
T hat the general's plan of campaign 
has been worked out, and th at it in­ 
volves the playing of a waiting game 
until the disposition of the army has 
been completed, can be stated with 
positiveness. 
It can also be stated 
that thes<. plans are progressing even 
more rapidly than expected. 
Every 
day is now considered a distinct gain 
for the Russians and as distinct a loss 
for the Japanese. 
For this reason it 
can be confidently predicted that the 
Russians will not do more than har- 
rass the Japanese advance in Korea. 
The gradual w ithdraw al of the R us­ 
sians does not mean anything as de­ 
term ining the fighting capacities of 
the men of the respective arm ies; it 
is part of the Russian tactics. 
The m elting of the snow In a moun­ 
tainous country will render im passa­ 
ble In the spring the roads over which 
the Japanese must come, and this is 
considered to be alm ost as effective 
an opposition as a Russian arm y corps. 
The Russians also count upon a Jap­ 
anese flanking movement in connec­ 
tion with a frontal attack, and there­ 
fore a nussian force has been disposed 
along the Tumen to prevent the en­ 
trance of a Japanese column there. 
Another flanking movement Is expect­ 
ed at the head of the Liao Tung gulf 
near New Chwang. and everything 
there Is being prepared to receive the 
enem y; but for the present the Rus­ 
sian military authorities believe that 
the Japanese game at this point has 
I been blocked by the failure of the at­ 
tem pts to bottle up and render immo­ 
bile the fleet of Vice Admiral Maka- 
roff, which, while free, will be too 
great a menace to the movement of 
Japanese transports into the gulf of 
Pechili. 
Another effort to block Port 
Arthur is consequently expected daily. 
One of the principal reasons for 
Viceroy Alexieff's visit to Port A rthur 
is understood to have been to consult 
Vice Admiral M&k&roff with a view 
to devising plans for defeating those 
attacks. 
It is hinted in high quarters 
th at the next tim e the Japanese ap­ 
pear off Port A rthur they will find a 
surprise 
aw aiting 
them.

Eat sparingly. 
Refrain from 
dogging the system by an oversupply 
of food. Never entirely satisfy the ap 
petite, and make it a habit occasionally 
to omit a meal or two altogether. 
If I were to assign any one thing as 
especially conducive to long life from 
a study of the habits of centenarians,

U r aim. April 5.—The scene in the 
house of representatives upon the re­ 
convening of that body was one of wild 
disorder. 
As a matter of fact there 
was no formal opening of the house 
owing to the inability to m uster a 
quor \m. The Nationalist members re­ 
fused to enter tho chamber, knowing 
that if the question of contested scats 
arose they would be outvoted by the 
coalition lately arranged between the 
ilcpuMicaas and mouerate Liberals. 
The Nationalists came to the build­ 
ing accompanied by several hundred 
local followers, who crowded the audi­ 
ence part of the chamber and the halls 
and etreets adjoining, shouting “ vivas” 
for the Nationalist party. 
The Re­ 
publicans and moderate Liberals for 
the moat part remained in their seats. 
During the confusion the speaker 
of the house, who is a Nationalist, not 
being present, the vice speaker called 
upon the sergeant at arms and the em­ 
ployes of the house to preserve order, 
but the crowd was too great to handle. 
Lionelaz Castillo, a prominent Nation­ 
alist, who was one of those elected, 
mounted the reporters’ table and, ad­ 
dressing the crowd, assured It that 
Justice would be done and that the 
representatives who had been fraud­ 
ulently declared elected would never 
b* permitted to take their seats.

Boza, h mself a Nationalist, addresesd
